Study: 25 million 
with AIDS by 2000

BOSTON — A grim new vision of 
the world AIDS epidemic predicts 
more than 25 million people will have 
the disease by the end of the decade, 
and up to 120 million will be infected. 

The study, released Wednesday by 
Harvard University researchers, 
goes far beyond recent projections 
from the World Health Organization. 
It envisions an explosive, disastrous 
spread of the disease, particularly in 
Asia.

That’s why ‘we chose to stay 
overnight.” 


“This is a global epidemic that is 
heading out of control,” said Dr. 
Jonathan Mann. “The current re- 
sponse cannot succeed and must be 
changed, because it underestimates 
both the scope of the problem and 
what will be needed to deal with it. 
What is needed is a new global strat- 
egy.” 

The study was prepared by a team 
of 40 experts and will be published 
later this year as an 800-page book 
called “AIDS in the World 1992.” Pre- 
dictions of the current scope of the 
epidemic, and where it is going, were 
based on a survey of 30 epidemiolo- 
gists from around the world. 

Mann, who coordinated the study, 
is director of Harvard’s International 
AIDS Center and a former head of the 
WHO?’s AIDS program in Geneva. 

The team estimates 2.6 million peo- 
ple around the world have already 
gotten AIDS, and at least 13 million 
are infected with HIV, the AIDS 
virus. The WHO’s latest figures esti- 
mate 1.5 million AIDS cases and 9 
million to 11 million infections. 

The study predicts that by the year 
2000, 38 million to 110 million adults 
and more than 10 million children will 
be infected. About 24 million adults 
and several million children will have 
developed AIDS — up to 10 times as 
many as today. 

The WHO predicts 10 million AIDS 
cases and 30 million to 40 million infec- 
tions by then.

“Probably the absolute numbers 
are less important than the message 
of this consensus, that the picture 
may be more pessimistic than others 
have suggested,” commented Dr. 
Ann Mary Kimball, director of the 
Washington state AIDS program. 

Dr. Michael Merson, head of the 
WHO's AIDS program, said he be- 
lieves his organization’s forecasts 
were carefully made and reasonable. 

The new report also predicts a siz- 
able shift in the worldwide location of 
AIDS eases. It says that within eight 
years, 42 percent of all AIDS infec- 
tions will be in Asia, surpassing the 31 
percent in sub-Saharan Africa.

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Perot, apathy send signals to candidates 


WASHINGTON — George Bush and Bill Clinton got their party nomina- 
tions, but they also got the messages sent by low turnout and Ross Perot’s 
popularity. 

Insiders are out and outsiders are in. Change is good and the status quo is 
bad. Talk shows and toll-free phone lines may be gimmicks, but they work. 

Sitting on the sidelines also seemed to work; noncandidates sometimes did 
better than active contenders. That’s a lesson Bush, Clinton and Perot will not 
be able to apply. 

President Bush, Arkansas Gov. Clinton and the business tycoon Perot will 
all try to portray themselves as crusading greenhorns from anywhere but 
here. “How can a man who is president and was previously vice president act 
like ‘I was never there. I’m the agent of change. I didn’t have anything to do 
with it?” asked former Democratic Party Chairman John White. 

Perot has run a sophisticated lobbying operation in Washington for at least 
15 years, White said, “and my friend Bill, whom I care about and support ... 
has certainly been a key player in the political establishment ever since 1978. 
This thing has just gotten kind of nutty.” 

The trio is also likely to sound similar themes: jobs and economic growth, 
educational opportunity for all, family values, personal responsibility and 
what Clinton calls the forgotten middle class. Those were winners during the 
primary season and could be again. é 


Skin color affects infant mortality rate 


BOSTON — Black babies are almost twice as likely as whites to die in their 
first year of life, even among college-educated parents, according to a study. 

Despite the difference between blacks and whites, infant mortality rates 
have fallen steadily for all races. 

The greater prevalence of poverty and poor education among blacks has 
long been considered important in explaining the difference in infant mortality 
rates. 

However, the new study suggests the reasons are much more complicated 
than simply being poor or getting inadequate prenatal care. 

Dr. Kenneth C. Schoendorf said most people would expect that racial 
differences in infant mortality would be much smaller among well-educated 
parents. “We found that black infants in this select population were still just 
about twice as likely to die as were white infants in this group,” he said. 

Black babies died more often because they were more likely to be smaller at 
birth, whether premature or full term, the researchers said. 


240 acres on Provo’s west side annexed 


PROVO — One week after annexing 58 acres on the city’s west side, the 
Provo City Council has repealed the decision and will instead annex 240 acres. 

The vote was 6-1 Tuesday, with Councilman Ben Porter casting the dissent- 
ing vote. 

The newly adopted annexation includes the 58 acres originally sought. The 
property is located in west Provo on both sides of Geneva Road between 880 
North and about 1600 North. 


The action came following a council study meeting attended by eight plan- | 


ning commission members, who recommended the council consider annexing a 
larger portion of property. 

“Our role as the planning commission is to try to look for the overall good of 
the city,” said commission chair Gary Matthews. 

By not pursuing the larger acreage, the city could landlock segments of the 
city that probably could not be annexed in the future, he said. 


Nu Skin settles suit with Connecticut 


PROVO— Nu Skin International and the state of Connecticut have reached 
an agreement that imposes narrower marketing restrictions on the personal- 
care company. 

The Provo-based firm will pay Connecticut $85,000 for consumer protection 
programs as part of the agreement and will be barred from making grandiose 
statements regarding earnings to attract distributors. 

Connecticut Attorney General Richard Blumenthal had filed a lawsuit 
against Nu Skin in January alleging the company is an illegal pyramid scheme 
with deceptive and unfair business practices. 

The settlement, in which Nu Skin admits no wrongdoing or violation of law, 
was filed last Thursday in Hartford Superior Court. 

“Nu Skin may no longer entice potential distributors with claims of phenom- 
enal earnings or financial independence and must place a larger emphasis on 
product sales rather than on recruitment,” Blumenthal said in a written 
statement. 

Steven-J: Lund; Nu Skin executive vice president, said the accord reiter- 
ates the company’s “commitment, to.establishing consumersprotection princi;
